In rendering the decision cf the 
state court, Chief Justice C. T. 
Marshall said: “ A majority of the 
court grants Dr. Snook an exten­ 
sion of his stay until 
February 


The plea in behalf of Snook was 
made by Attorn* y E. O. it lek et is. 
lie pointed out that unless

state court granted the stay. Mrs. 
Snook, wife of the condemned man, 
would be put at considerable ex- 
pens** to send attorneys to W ash­ 
ington to directly petition the fed 
oral court. 
Prosecutor John J. Chester, Jr., 
suffered his first defeat in the case 
of th** co ed'n slay r, yesterday by 
the decision of the court. 
The new date of execution is 
the fourth which has been s e t#for 
the electrocution of

Judy* Henry Scarlett, who heard
